You only work U.S. and Canadian 
stations and their exchange will be signal report plus their state, i.e. 599 New York. 
We do have a geographical advantage over our European brethren in this one and in 
last years event, Dave EI4BZ finished world first on 10 metres. 


The SSB leg of this contest takes place two weeks later on March Ist and 2nd. The 
weekend after next is a busy one for both SSB and CW contesters. The CQWW SSB 
160m contest is on February the 22nd and 23rd together with the REF SBB and the 
UBA CW. The E.E.C. trophy for the leading E.C. station in the UBA contest has been 
won twice from EI in the past, both times on SSB. Will we have a CW winner?
